a Graduate School. ‘The divisions are the Gollege of Arts and 
Sciences and the Schools of Education, Home Economics, Music, 
Library Work, Social Wellare, Business, Nursing and Engineering 
Science. The Graduate School alone enrolls more than 2,000 
students and more than 100 doctorates are conferred yearly. 
Much of the advanced research and instruction is undertaken 


in such institutes as those for Molecular Biophysies, Occanog- 
raphy, Human Development, Human Learning, Social Research 
and Governmental Research, 


Florida State has had a multi-million dollar construction 
program under way, much of it in the northwest quadrangle of 
its $l5-acre main campus. The types of buildings recently com- 
pleted or now going up illustrate two kinds of emphasis which 
have marked the educational program at FSU: one directed 
toward the graduate student and the other toward the under 
graduate, ‘The laboratory approach figures importantly in both, 
In the Science Center the emphasis is on the discovery of new 
knowledge and laboratories comprise much of the new seven- 
story Physics Research Building now in use and the same will 
be true of the Biological Science and Chemistry buildings which 
will soon join it.
